Family members of a woman 
killed by an exploding pack¬ 
age are struggling to compre¬ 
hend how the man accused 
in her death was granted bail. 

Vicky Shachtay, a 23-year- 
old Innisfail mother, was 
killed last November by a 
bomb wrapped in a package 
that was delivered to her 
home. 

Last month, RCMP an¬ 
nounced they had charged 
her financial adviser, 55-year- 
old Brian Malley, with first- 
degree murder. 

The accused had been 
assisting Shachtay with in¬ 
vesting money she gained 
in a settlement after being 
confined to a wheelchair in a 
2004 vehicle collision. 

Derek Shachtay, the vic¬ 
tim’s brother, told Metro 
that RCMP investigators had 
guaranteed to him that Mal¬ 
ley would remain behind 
bars, but a judge granted him 
$10,000 bail during a hearing 
Thursday. 

“It’s disgusting,” Derek 
Shachtay said after learning 
of the decision. “What’s to 
stop him from coming after 
us?” 

After his sister’s death, 
Derek Shachtay described 
himself as being in a state 
of paranoia, always looking 
over his shoulder and fear¬ 
ing for the safety of his two 
children. 

“We were so happy when 
they told us they had arrested 


somebody,” he said Thursday. 
“And now I find out this? This 
is a travesty.” 

While Derek Shachtay has 
made a conscious decision to 
stay away from Malley’s trial, 
members of his family were 
reportedly in attendance for 
the bail hearing Thursday. 

Legal representation for 
Malley had not been reached 
for comment by press time. 


Bail conditions 


• Brian Malley must live in a 
pre-approved home with 
a family member in Ed¬ 
monton, refrain from talk¬ 
ing to anyone involved in 
his upcoming first-degree 
murder trial and turn over 


his passport. 


• Malley previously worked 
in law enforcement, 
serving as a constable 
with the Edmonton Police 
Service from 1979 to 1982.

The law will be introduced in phases 

On July 1, the first phase of Bill 26 — Alberta’s new im¬ 
paired-driving legislation — will come into effect. Going 
forward, stiflfer penalties will be applied to drivers who 
have a blood-alcohol reading over 0.08 or refuse test¬ 
ing at all. New sanctions will also come into effect for 
drivers operating under the provincial graduated driver 
licensing program if they are foimd to have any alcohol 
in their system while behind the wheel. On Sept. 1, 
police will be granted new administrative powers.

The penalties have changed 

Alberta motorists who provide a blood-alcohol reading 
over 0.08 will now be subjected to an immediate driving 
prohibition that will only be removed once the matter 
is resolved in court. If convicted, those drivers will be re¬ 
quired to install an interlock device that requires a clean 
breath sample before vehicle ignition. As well, drivers 
providing a blood-alcohol reachng over 0.05 will see their 
vehicle seized for three days. Penalties for both 0.08 and 
0.05 infractions rise with each subsequent conviction. 



The legal limit will not be lowered 

Police have long had the ability to issue a 24-hour 
suspension to drivers providing a blood-alcohol read¬ 
ing over 0,05. “It doesn’t change the criminal legal 
limit,” said Dan Chivers, Edmonton lawyer at Pringle 
MacDonald who specializes in impaired-driving cases. 
“There are now penalties associated with blowing 
between 0.05 and 0,08. They’re not criminal penal¬ 
ties but sanctions. They will seize your vehicle and 
suspend your driver’s licence.” 


The province will not rake in more 
money through the new law 

Alberta government officials actually beheve imple¬ 
menting Bill 26 will cost them money in the short 
term, but hope the message delivered to impaired 
drivers through stricter penalties mTU lead to long-term 
cost savings in both the provincial health and law-en¬ 
forcement sectors.

Habitat for Humanity has 
built thousands of homes, 
but nothing like the one 
that is rising up in record 


time in Riverdale. 

Habitat for Humanity 
Edmonton teamed up with 
construction-materials 
giant LaFarge and Edmon¬ 
ton-based consulting firm 
Stantec to develop the first 
NetZero precast concrete 
home in Canada. The exter¬ 
ior shell was put together 
like giant pieces of Lego in 
a matter of hours on Thurs¬ 
day. 

Klaas Rodenburg, sus¬ 
tainable-design co-ordinator 
for Stantec, said the house 


is a prototype, which could 
be mass-produced for much 
lower costs. For example, 
he envisions precasts could 
be made in Edmonton and 
shipped to places like Fort 
McMurray at significant cost 
and time savings. 

The Edmonton home will 


be monitored over the next 
two years by the Concrete 
Sustainability Hub at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

The two families mov¬ 
ing into the Riverdale house 
will pay an interest-free 
mortgage to Habitat that 


will never be more than 25 
per cent of their income.

New evidence. Saturn’s 
largest moon may have 
ocean beneath surface 


Scientists reported Thursday 
on the strongest sign yet that 
Saturn’s giant moon may have 
a salty ocean beneath its chilly 
surface. 

If confirmed, it would cata¬ 
pult Titan into an ehte class of 
solar-system moons harbouring 
water, an essential ingredient 
for life. 

Titan boasts methane-filled 
seas at the poles and a possible 
lake near the equator. And it’s 
long been speculated that Titan 
contains a hidden hquid layer, 
based on mathematical model¬ 


ling and electric-field measure¬ 
ments made by the Huygens 
spacecraft that landed on the 
surface in 2005. 

The latest evidence is still 
indirect, but outside scientists 
said it’s probably the best that 
can be obtained short of send¬ 
ing a spacecraft to drill into the 
sr&ce — which won’t happen 
an 5 ^me soon. 

“If the analysis is correct, 
this is a very important find¬ 
ing,” said Gabriel Tobie of 
France’s University of Nantes.

U.S. Supreme Court 
upholds insurance law 


Partisan divide. 

Obama’s health-care 
changes have been 
sharply criticized in the 
run-up to elections 


The U.S. Supreme Court on 
Thursday upheld the heart 
of President Barack Obama’s 
health-care overhaul, handing 
him a huge election-year pol¬ 
itical victoiy and keeping in 
force the legislative centrepiece 
of his term, a law aimed at cov¬ 
ering more than 30-million im- 
insured Americans. 

The decision means the his¬ 
toric overhaul — opposed by 
virtually all Repubhcans includ¬ 
ing Mitt Romney, Obama’s chal¬ 
lenger — will continue to go 
into effect over the next several 
years, affecting the way that 
coimtless Americans receive 
and pay for their medical care. 

The decision, written by 
conservative Chief Justice John 
Roberts, sided with Obama 
on the centrepiece of the law, 
which requires all Americans to 
have health insurance or face a 
federal fine. 

“Whatever the politics, to¬ 
day’s decision was a victoiy for 
people all over this country,” 
Obama said, speaking on na¬ 
tional television. 

“It should be pretty clear 
by now that I didn’t do this 
because it was good politics,” 
he said. “I did it because it was 
good for the coimtiy.” 

By letting the law stand, 
the decision keeps the U.S. 
on a course toward joining all 
other major developed coun¬ 
tries in guaranteeing health

care for all its citizens. 

Repubhcans were quick to 
respond. Romney said his mis¬ 
sion now was to see the over¬ 
haul repealed, calling the chan¬ 
ges in the system “bad law.” 

Repubhcan Party Chair¬ 
man Reince Priebus added in a 
statement: “Today’s Supreme 
Court decision sets the stakes 
for the November election. 
Now, the only way to save the 
country from Obamacare’s 
budget-busting government 
takeover of health care is to 
elect a new president.” 

Polls show a majority of 
Americans do not support the 
health-care overhaul, which. 


ironically, was based on a plan 
put in place in Massachusetts 
when Romney was governor 
there. The Massachusetts law 
has been widely supported by 
residents since it took effect in 
2006. While Romney defends 
his plan, he has said such chan¬ 
ges should be left to states and 
not be imposed by the federal 
government. He has promised 
to revoke the overhaul if he 
wins the election in November. 

The court’s liberal justices, 
Stephen Breyer, Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg, Elena Kagan and 
Sonia Sotomayor, joined Rob¬ 
erts in the decision.

The lawsuit claims that 
monthly “system-access fees” 
were created in response to 
annual fees charged by the 
government. 

However, “these fees 
amount to less than 20 per 
cent of the additional char¬ 
ges being charged to their 
customers under the guise of 
government taxes,” the claim 
says. 

The access-fee charge, tyip- 
ically $6.95, “bears no relation 
to any actual cost of providing

(that) ... charges were being 
collected as a tax on behalf of 
a government agency.”

The British government said 
Thursday it would investi¬ 
gate claims an ex-minister 
sold information to com¬ 
munist spies for a decade 
during the Cold War in clan¬ 
destine meetings in cocktail 
lounges and swank restau¬ 
rants. 


The BBC reported that 
files in the archive of the 
Czech Security Service show 
that Raymond Mawby, an 
ex-Conservative Party law¬ 
maker who briefly served as 
a junior minister in the mid- 
1960s, provided intelligence 
to spies working for Czecho¬ 


slovakia — then a commun¬ 
ist state — for a decade from 
around 1961 to 1971. 

According to the files,

Border deal. New 

privacy charter 
intended to make 
border crossing easier 
without sacrificing 
mutual security 


The United States will be al¬ 
lowed to share information 
about Canadians with other 
countries under a sweeping 
new border deal. 

A newly released bination¬ 
al privacy charter says that in 
most cases it won’t have to 
tell Canada about its plan to 
pass along the information. 

Information-sharing about 
security cases has sometimes 
been a sore point between 
the two countries since the 
9-11 terrorist attacks. 

Canada and the U.S. jointly 
released the 12-point state¬ 
ment of privacy principles late 
Thursday, covering areas in¬ 
cluding data quality, informa¬ 
tion security, effective over¬ 
sight, and redress for people 
whose privacy is infringed. 

The principles help flesh 
out a perimeter security deal 
struck by the two countries 
last year. 

The deal is intended to 
help smooth the passage of 
people and cargo over the 
Canada-U.S. border while bol¬ 
stering continental security. 

The most contentious fea¬ 
ture could be the plan to ex¬ 
change entry information col¬ 
lected from all persons at the 
border, which would serve 
as a record of exit from the 
other country. 

The privacy charter’s pre¬ 
amble says greater informa¬ 
tion sharing between Canada 
and the U.S. “is vital to pro¬ 
tecting the security of our 
citizens” and that personal

information is to be provided, 
received and used only in ac¬ 
cordance with domestic and 
international laws applicable 
to the two countries. 

The principles say Canada 
or the U.S. may transfer in¬ 
formation received from the 
other to a third country. 

For instance, the U.S. 
could send information re¬ 
ceived from Canada to an 
ally abroad. However, the U.S. 
could do so only if American 
law allowed it. 

In the absence of such 
“international agreements 
and arrangements,” the U.S. 
must inform Canada prior to 
the transfer, or as soon as pos¬ 
sible after the transfer in the 
case of urgent circumstances. 

The federal privacy com¬ 
missioner’s office, which was 
consulted during drafting of 
the principles, said Thursday 
it would “take some time to 
read these in order to see how 
any suggestions we provided 
may have been reflected.”

G20 protests. Agency ‘in 
the dark’ about policing 


Immigration. Application 
freeze placed on programs 


A new report concludes the 
civilian agency responsible 
for oversight of Toronto po¬ 
lice found itself largely in the 
dark when it came to policing 
at the G20 summit. 

The review by retired jus¬ 
tice John Morden finds the 
police-services board didn’t 
ask enough questions of the 
police chief, wrongly believ¬ 
ing it couldn’t seek informa¬ 
tion on operational matters. 

Some members of the 
board blamed Chief Bill Blair 
for being secretive but the re¬ 


port faults the board for fail¬ 
ing to get the information it 
should have had. 

Morden says the board 
had far too little time — just 
four months — to prepare for 
the June 2010 summit, which 
was marred by vandalism and 
the arrest of more than 1,100 
people. 

In effect, the report, which 
makes 38 recommendations, 
found the board became “a 
mere bystander in a process 
it was supposed to lead.”

Federal Immigration Minister 
Jason Kenney is putting the 
brakes on new applications 
under two programs popular 
with people wanting to come 
to Canada from abroad.

John Demjanjuk. 

Convicted in Germany 
for Nazi atrocities, 
former auto worker 
died while case was 
still under appeal 


A U.S. appeals court on Thurs¬ 
day rejected a request to re¬ 
store the U.S. citizenship of a 
recently deceased autoworker 
convicted of Nazi war crimes. 

The 6th U.S. Gircuit Gourt 
of Appeals ruled that John 
Demjanjuk cannot regain his 
citizenship posthumously, 
sa34ng his death made the 
case moot. 

Demjanjuk died March 17 
in Germany at age 91. His de¬ 
fence attorneys had said the 
U.S. government withheld 
potentially helpful material 
in his case and asked the 
court to either restore his cit¬ 
izenship or order a hearing 
on the case. 

One of Demjanjuk’s attor¬ 
neys, Dennis Terez, said the 
defence was evaluating the 
opinion. There was no im¬ 
mediate comment from Dem¬ 
janjuk’s family. 

The Ukraine-born Demjan¬ 
juk lived for decades in the 
U.S. before he was convicted 
by a German court in May 
2011 on 28,060 counts of be¬ 
ing an accessory to murder at 
the Sobibor death camp in oc¬ 
cupied Poland. 

Demjanjuk, who main¬ 
tained that he had been mis¬ 


taken for someone else, died 
while his conviction was 
under appeal. 

Demjanjuk previously 
was tried, convicted and sen¬ 
tenced to death in Israel as the 
notoriously brutal guard “Ivan 
the Terrible” at the Treblinka 
extermination camp. 

The Israeh Supreme Gourt 
unanimously overturned that 
conviction after the Israeli 
authorities received evidence 
that another Ukrainian was 
that Nazi guard. 

But the supreme court 
judges said they still believed 
Demjanjuk had served the 
Nazis, probably at the Trawni- 
ki SS training camp and Sobi¬ 
bor.

The federal government 
responded to the 1985 
document with an affidavit 
last year from retired FBI 
agent Thomas Martin, who 
investigated. 

Martin said the report 
he wrote was based on 
speculation and not on any 
investigation. 

He said he had reached 
no conclusions about the ID 
card’s authenticity.

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B612 Foundation 
advances asteroid¬ 
seeking telescope 


Ideas. Who will protect 
us from killer space rock? 
Former astronauts and 
NASA scientists think it’s 
up to them 


In a bold plan unveiled Thurs¬ 
day, a group of former NASA 
employees wants to laimch its 
own space telescope to spot 
and track small and mid-sized 
space rocks capable of wiping 
out a city or continent. They 
could soimd early warnings 
if a rogue asteroid appeared 
headed toward our planet. 

So far, the idea from the 
B612 Foundation — named 
after the home asteroid of the 
Earth-visiting prince in An¬ 
toine de Saint-Exupery’s The 
Little Prince — is on paper 
only. 

Such an effort would cost 
upward of several hundred 
million dollars. 

Asteroids are leftovers from

the formation of the solar sys¬ 
tem some 4.5-billion years ago. 
Most reside in the asteroid belt 
between Mars and Jupiter, but 
some get nudged into Earth’s 
neighbourhood. 

NASA and a network of 
astronomers routinely scan 
the skies for these near-Earth 


objects. They’ve foimd 90 per 
cent of the biggest threats — 
asteroids that are considered 
major killers. Scientists beheve 
one such asteroid wiped out 
the dinosaurs. 

But the group thinks more 
attention should be paid to 
the estimated half-a-million 
smaller asteroids — similar in 
size to the one that exploded 
over Siberia in 1908 and lev¬ 
elled more than 2,071 square 
kilometres of forest. 

Since its birth, the founda¬ 
tion has focused on finding 
ways to deflect an incoming 
asteroid. Ideas include send¬ 
ing an intercepting spacecraft 
to aiming a nuclear bomb, but 
none have been tested. Last 
year, the group shifted focus to 
seek out asteroids with a tele¬ 
scope. 

“We’re not all about doom 
and gloom,” said chairman Ed 
Lu. “We’re about opening up 
the solar system. We’re talking 
about preserving hfe on this

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‘Generation rent’ choosing urban life 


New wave. U.S. city 
growth surpasses that 
of suburbia as young 
adults prefer to rent 


For tlie first time in a century, 
most of America’s largest cities 
are growing at a faster rate than 
their surroimding suburbs. 

New 2011 census estimates 
released Thursday highlight 
the dramatic switch. 


Driving the resurgence are 
yoimg adults, who are delaying 
careers, marriage and children 
amid college debt and persis¬ 
tently high imemployment. 

ViTrile economists tend to 
beheve the city boom is tem¬ 
porary, that is not stopping 
many city-planning agencies 
and apartment developers from 
seeking to boost their appeal to 
the sizable demographic of 18- 
to 29-year-olds. They make up 
roughly one in six Americans, 
and some sociologists are call¬ 


ing them “generation rent.” 

“I will never five in the sub¬ 
urbs,” said Jaclyn King, 28, who 
rents a house in Denver. “I just 
like being cormected to every¬ 
thing down here — concerts, 
work, restaurants, all of it. This 
is where everything’s at.” 

The last time growth in big 
cities surpassed that in out¬ 
lying areas occurred prior to 
1920, before the rise of mass- 
produced automobiles spurred 
expansion beyond city cores. 
Businesses are taking notice. 


“There’s a bigger focus on 
building residences near trans¬ 
portation hubs, such as a train 
or subway station, because few¬ 
er people want to travel by car 
for an hour and a half for work 
anymore,” said Royal Shepard, 
an analyst with S&P Capital IQ. 

Sociologist Katherine New¬ 
man chronicled the financial 
struggles of yoimg adults in 
a recent book. From 2009 to 
2011, just nine per cent of 29- 
to 34-year-olds were approved 
for a first-time mortgage. 


“Young adults simply can’t 
amass the down payments 
needed and don’t have the 
earnings,” she said. “They will 
be renting for a very long time.” 

But some economists aren’t 
so certain “generation rent” 
will last, pointing to practical 
considerations such as better 
schools in suburbs, govern¬ 
ment tax breaks for home 
ownership and subsidies for 
travel in rural areas, as weU as 
rapidly rising downtown rents.

Turkey deployed anti-air¬ 
craft guns, rocket launchers 
and other weapons along its 
border with Syria on Thurs¬ 
day. 

It was a military buildup 
that came as world powers 
showed new urgency to re¬ 
solve the crisis in Syria be¬ 
fore it ignites the region. 

A bomb exploded in 
central Damascus near a 
busy market and the coun¬ 
try’s main justice complex, 
wounding at least three 
people, damaging cars in a 
parking lot and sending a 
black cloud rising above the 
Syrian capital.

Police in northern Greece 
have arrested two men 
accused of making tens of 
thousands of counterfeit two- 
euro coins. 

A Bulgarian man aged 
59 and a 41-year-old alleged 
Greek accomplice were ar¬ 
rested near Greece’s second 
largest city, Thessaloniki. 
Police were also seeking the 
arrest of a 40-year-old Greek 
man. 

Police seized thousands 
of nickel- and copper-alloy 
pieces used to make the 
coins. They also seized 
machinery that embeds 
the coins with the Greek 
national design.

Police worked with the 
European Union’s crime¬ 
fighting agency Europol.

The Yugoslav war-crimes 
tribunal acquitted former 
Bosnian Serb leader Rado¬ 
van Karadzic of one charge 
of genocide Thursday but 
upheld 10 other war-crimes 
counts. 

The counts all relate to 
atrocities in Bosnia’s bloody 
war. 

While the decision was a 
setback for prosecutors and 
angered survivors in Bos¬ 
nia, the 10 pending charges 
against Karadzic include an¬ 
other genocide count cover¬ 
ing his alleged involvement 
in the 1995 Srebrenica mas¬ 


sacre of 8,000 Muslim men 
and boys. 

The charge that was dis¬ 
missed Thursday covered the 
mass killings, expulsions and 
persecution by Serb forces of 
Muslims and Croats from Bos¬ 
nian towns early in the coun¬ 
try’s 1992-95 war. 

Judge Oh-Gon Kwon said 
prosecutors did not provide 
enough evidence to “be ca¬ 
pable of supporting a convic¬ 
tion of genocide in the (Bos¬ 
nian) municipalities.” 

The trial will continue 
later this year on the remain¬ 
ing counts.

Vatican Bank 
welcomes media

Google’s Chrome browser 
can now be used to surf the 
Internet on the iPhone and 
iPad. 

The Chrome application 
released Thursday is the 
latest volley in the escalat¬ 


ing rivalry between Google 
and Apple, the maker of the 
popular mobile devices, 

Google’s attempt to 
supplant Apple’s own Safari 
browser comes a day after 
it unveiled its plans to sell a 
low-priced tablet computer 
to compete against the iPad 
and Amazon’s Kindle Fire. 

The arrival of Chrome on 
Apple’s mobile operating 
system comes a month after 
Yahoo released a browser

Research In Motion is delaying 
the launch of its much- antici¬ 
pated BlackBerry 10 handset 
imtil next year and cutting 
5,000 jobs as it restructures 
operations, the troubled smart¬ 
phone company said Thursday. 

The laimch of BlackBerry 
10, seen as key to the recovery 
of the company, had been ex¬ 
pected later this year and will 
now miss the important hoh- 
day shopping season. 

“This was a challenging 
quarter for the company on 


many fronts and I’m not satis¬ 
fied with the financial perform¬ 
ance we are reporting,” chief 
executive Thorsten Heins said 
on a conference caU. 

Heins said the company’s 
top priority is the laimch of 
the &st BlackBerry 10 device, 
which it has pushed to the first 
quarter of 2013. 

The company also plans to 
simplify its operations, which 
includes cutting back on the 
number of different BlackBerry 
devices on the market, as well 
as reducing its “layers of man¬ 
agement” and outsourcing 
more of its non-core functions. 

RIM shares plunged 16 per 
cent in after-hours trading on 
the Nasdaq, losing $1.50 to 
$7.63 US. Shares closed up two 
cents at $9.46 on the Toronto 
Stock Exchange in regular- 
hours trading Thursday.

Agriculture Minister 
Gerry Ritz says Ottawa will 
put up $349 million to help 
pay for the severance and 
pensions of former work¬ 
ers, computer systems and 
other items. 

The money is unlikely to 
silence critics who say the 
government is killing the 
board. 

Ritz passed a law last year 
to strip the board of its mon¬ 


opoly over western wheat 
and barley sales as of Aug. 1. 

The move has divided 
farmers: Some say they 
can get higher prices in an 
open market, while others 
say the board’s monopoly 
prevented producers from 
competing against each 
other for sales. 

The change has also led 
to several court battles, 
including a Federal Court 
lawsuit by board supporters 
who are seeking $17 billion 
in damages and an order re¬ 
storing the board’s monop¬ 
oly.

friend is a teddy bear, but the 
dynamic is the same. If you’ve 
ever loved one of those dirty 
ventriloquist acts this movie is 
surely for you. But the bottom 
line is: I laughed. 

RC: Fans of Family Guy already 
know what to expect from the 
big screen directorial debut of 
Seth MacFarlane. As the writer 
and the voice behind Peter 
Griffin on that show he has 
redefined the limits of what 
is acceptable on prime-time 
TV. Now, imagine that with¬ 
out a network censor looking 
over his shoulder. It’s not the 
concept that pushes the envel¬ 
ope it’s the material. It’s filled 
with the kind of jokes you tell 
aroimd the water cooler the 
next day, but only in a whisper. 

MB: And three cheers to Mac¬ 
Farlane for it! Most movie 
comedies confuse pohtical in¬ 
correctness with cheap gross- 
out humour but MacFarlane 


is closer in tone to the South 
Park creators — there isn’t an 
ethnic or special needs group 
left imscathed. Animators have 
known for a long time that 
when you put these jokes in 
the mouths of non-humans, it 
takes away enough of the sting 
to let them slide. An 3 ?thing in 
particular make you laugh? 

RC: Like any five-year-old I al¬ 
ways giggle at flatulence jokes. 
I’m not proud of it, but there 
you have it. They make me 
laugh and Ted has a restaurant 
scene involving gassiness and 
some outraged businessmen 
that is to passing-gas-scenes 
what the Odessa Steps sequence 
is to Battleship Potemkin. 

MB: You just made Eisenstein 
roll over in his grave. I loved 
the wisecracks and most of the 
flashback scenes. But the over- 
the-top motel room fight be¬ 
tween man and teddy bear will 
stay with me forever. 



Snoop 
detained in 
Norway? 

Norwegian media are re¬ 
porting that Snoop Dogg 
was briefly detained in 
Norway after entering the 
country with marijuana 
and a large amount of 
cash.

As she munches on Peanut 
M&Ms, exchanges a quick word 
with her publicist and taps out 
a hghtning-fast text message 
— “I’m so Sony, just maldng 
arrangements with the kids,” 
she blurts — Denise Richards 
is every bit the multi-tasking 
mom. But in a matter of hours, 
she’ll dial up the glamour, 
working the red carpet for the 
premiere of Madea’s Witness 
Protection, the seventh install¬ 
ment in Tyler Perry’s ever-ex¬ 
panding franchise. 

Out Friday, the raucous 
comedy is centred on George 
Needleman (Eugene Levy), 
an honest but absent-minded 
Wall Street CFO, who learns his 
firm is operating a mob-backed 
Ponzi scheme. When Brian, a 
federal prosecutor from Atlanta 
(Perry) places George and his 
family in the safest hideaway 
he can think of — his Aimt 
Madea’s down South — what 
unfolds is a whacky collision 
of cultures, pimctuated with 
brazen one-liners, courtesy of 
Perry’s fearless, larger-than-life 
matriarch. 

“I haven’t seen (the film) 


yet,” confesses Richards, 41, 
who plays George’s aggravated 
second wife, Kate. “My girls 
won’t be embarrassed? Like, 
‘mom, you’re acting really 
weird?,”’ she asks with a self- 
conscious giggle. She’s refer¬ 
ring to an especially outrageous 
scene where Kate channels 
Madea’s thimderous, trade¬ 
mark holler m a last-ditch effort 
to disdplme her spoiled step¬ 
daughter (Danielle Campbell). 
“Thank god they sprung that 
scene on me on set, otherwise I 
would’ve gotten myseff worked 
up,” she admits. “It was mtimi- 
dating. I was imitating Tyler 
Peny imitating Madea.” 

Richards sings sweet prais¬ 
es for Perry, marveling at his

and simultaneously play three 


characters (in addition to Brian 
and Madea, Perry also portrays 
Uncle Joe, Madea’s eccentric, 
live-in brother). “He’s so se>q4, 
he’s got this great presence 
and powerful voice,” Richards 
gushes, describing Perry’s char¬ 
ismatic, off-screen persona. 
“And to go from that to Madea 
and Joe telling fart jokes.. .I’m 
like, how does that come out 
of you?” 

Equally impressive was 
the director’s ability to wrap- 
up shooting a week ahead of 
schedule — practically unheard 
of in Hollywood. “We finished 
early!” ^chards exclaimed. 
“(Perry) was editing in his head. 
To have that foresight is incred¬ 
ible.” 


Whirlwind cameo. 
Tom Arnold agrees to 
role out of curiosity 


For comedy stalwart Tom Ar¬ 
nold, all it took was a few, fo¬ 
cused hours to shoot a pivot¬ 
al cameo in Tyler Perry’s 
ensemble comedy, Madea’s 
Witness Protection. 

“I came to Atlanta on a 
Saturday night and left the 
following day,” explained the 
53-year-old actor, recalling 
his whirlwind trip. “I did it 
to see what Tyler was like.” 

Fortunately, Perry ex¬ 
ceeded his expectations, 
whether he was directing the 
cast in his outrageous Madea 
costume, urging them to ad¬ 
lib or just “being a cheerlead¬ 
er,” as Arnold describes. 

“I didn’t know Tyler and 
I wanted to see if he was 
up for improvising, and he 
was more than up for it,” he 
added. “There are lines that 
I made up and saw in my 
finished scene. Some writ¬ 
ers are like, ‘I wrote every 
word. I’m Bill Shakespeare,’ 
but with Tyler, the best joke 
wins.” 

In the film, Arnold plays 
Walter, the seedy boss to Wall 
Street GFO, George Needle- 
man (Eugene Levy), and chief 
schemer behind their firm’s 
mob-backed Ponzi scheme 
— foul play that eventually 
forces the Needlemans to 
seek refuge with Aunt Madea 
(Tyler Perry). “I play a young¬ 
er, more handsome, Bernie 
Madoff-t 3 q)e guy,” says Ar¬ 
nold, exuding his signature 
brand of kooky, tongue-in- 
cheek humour. 

No stranger to stories 
about fitting in — as the host 
of CMT’s highly successful 
reality show. My Big Redneck 
Vacation, the star is well ac¬ 
quainted with the notion of 
culture-shock — Arnold is 
an enthusiastic supporter of

“At least 50 per cent of 
movies are fish-out-of-water 
tales,” he declares. “The key 
is to find different pools for 
the fish to jump in and if it’s 
done right, people like it.” 

These days, Arnold’s 
balancing a plate that’s prac¬ 
tically overflowing, complete 
with stand-up gigs, script¬ 
writing sessions and the 
occasional movie role. Later 
this summer, he’ll appear 
in the Kristen Bell-Bradley 
Gooper Hit and Run. “It 
also has a bit of a witness 
protection twist to it,” he 
shares, amused at the paral¬ 
lels between an outlandish 
comedy and a slick action- 
romance. 

Despite decades of being 
steeped in Holl34wood (and 
scoring a Golden Globe and 
Peabody along the way), 
Arnold’s still setting goals, 
turning to writing on espe¬ 
cially tough days. “You have 
to prove yourself in this busi¬ 
ness,” he admits. “And appar¬ 
ently I have to do it for 30

Now that The Amazing Spider- 
Man is finally about to hit the¬ 
atres, it seems as though star 
Andrew Garfield will at last be 
able to get a full eight hours of 
sleep. 

“I’ve been nervous for the 
last two years, it seems,” he ex¬ 
plains. “Every day, there’s been 
something that’s made me 
have to suppress shaking.” 

Clearly the British actor felt 
some pressure after taking up 
the mantel of Spidey that re¬ 
cently was worn by Tobey Ma¬ 
guire in the three instaUinents 
that ran from 2002-2007. But 
it was Garfield’s personal con¬ 
nection to Marvel’s signature 
comic book character that got 
him all tied up in knots, so to 
speak, for the reboot. 

“We all have that one fic¬ 
tional character, at least, that 
we all care about so much,” he 
says. 

“If ever that opportunity 
came for any of us to play it, 
to serve it, do it justice, when 
that moment comes, you’re 
like, ‘I’m not allowed to sleep. 
I’m not allowed to think about 
an 3 ^thing else! I need to dedi¬ 
cate ever 3 ^thing to this person 
that’s given me so much in my 
life that I want to give all of my¬ 
self to it.’” 

Garfield’s not the kind of

actor who comes off as disin¬ 
genuous — unless of course, 
it’s in the script. But his nat¬ 
urally quiet, smart, somewhat 
befuddled nature comes across 
in his iteration of Spider-man, 
who’s more fidgety and anx¬ 
ious than the Spideys before 
him. That aspect of the masked 
hero’s DNA was what Garfield 
held on to. 

“That was how I always felt 
growing up — I felt like an 
imderdog. I was a skinny Idd. 
I always thought I should have 
been bigger for some reason, 
because society tells you that,” 
he says. 

“I played rugby, and I was 
good at it but I got concussed 
all the time because I was a 
weakling. So that was some¬ 
thing that I identified with 
for Peter, because he felt 
stronger on the inside than 
he did on the outside ... and 
there’s nothing better than 
seeing a skinny guy beat the 
crap out of big guys.” 

A weakling, he might have 
been at one time, but Garfield 
will be poised for superstardom 
should this reboot of Spider- 
Man franchise take off. 


View over 100 OPTIMUM used Vehicles at 
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Emma Stone. Actress has 
fun falling in love all over 
again - for the first time 


Emma Stone has quickly be¬ 
come one of the most in-de¬ 
mand actresses in Hollywood. 
Since her breakout role in 
Superbad in 2007, she’s not 
only racked up a number of 
lead roles, such as in The Help 
and Easy A, but she’s also been 
nominated for a slew of awards 
for her work. Today, she sits 
atop a major comic book fran¬ 
chise with Andrew Garfield 
in the reboot of The Amazing 
Spider-Man. But she’s no role 
model, folks. 

“I don’t in any way shape, 
or form think that I’m any type 
of a role model or an 3 ^hing bice 
that,” she says emphatically. 

“But I think for whatever 
reason when you’re put into 
a pubhc place, you have to fig¬ 
ure out what that purpose is in 
your life.” 

Stone remains focused on 
her career, expressly stating 
that she won’t talk pohtics. 
However, a new contract she’s 
signed with Revlon does give 
her the opportunity to say 
something about beauty, even 
if she seems quite unaware of 
her own appe^. 

“I thought why in the world 
would I be approached for a 
beauty campaign, because I 
had always been the funny girl.

Stone and Garfield them¬ 
selves may be re-writing the 
rules when it comes to the 
Spider-Man franchise, which 
audiences had last seen in 
2007 with the third install¬ 
ment, starring Tobey Ma¬ 
guire and Kirsten Dunst, as 
Mary Jane Watson. In this it¬ 
eration, helmed by 500 Days 
of Summer director Marc 
Webb, Stone plays Peter Par¬ 
ker’s first love, Gwen Stacy. 
With Garfield and Stone 
romantically involved off¬ 
screen, the intense connec¬ 
tion they have in front of the 
camera is that much more 
believable, as the actress her¬ 
self hints. 

“This kind of swept me off 
of my feet because she is truly 
in love with him,” Stone says of 
her and Garfield’s characters. 

“I wanted to experience 
that feeling of first love be¬ 
fore you know what it’s like 
to get your heart completely 
shattered — that life or death 
love. It’s a matter of im-leam- 
ing, and becoming 17 again, 
and letting yourself be 17 in 
this moment. It’s fun, you 
guys should try it; it’s pretty 
cool to feel that way again.”

In a speech at the Empire 
Club last week, Conrad 
Black mused “Canadians 
are notoriously non messi¬ 
anic or self-important, and 
have no illusions about be¬ 
ing a hght onto the world.” 

That’s a bingo. How 
else to explain that the 
Canadian Music Hall of 
Fame doesn’t have a proper 
home? Despite Canada 
punching far above its 
weight when it comes to 
exporting music to the 
world, we’ve done a lousy 
job of documenting our 
nation’s musical achieve¬ 
ments. 

That, however, is finally 
starting to change. The 
National Music Centre in 
Calgaiy is seeing to that. 
Later this year, construction 
will begin at a corner east 
of downtown on a 160,000 
square-foot ultra-modern 
facility that will span 4th 
Street SE from what is now 
an empty lot to the King 
Edward Hotel, a legendary 
(but now closed) blues joint. 
When completed sometime 
in early 2015, we will have 
a state-of-the-art celebration 
of Canadian music. 

“This will be more than 
a place with just plaques on 
the wall,” says Andrew Mo- 
sker, the NMC’s president 
and CEO. “We want to 
make it completely immer¬ 
sive and interactive.” 

Some $75 million is 



already in place from three 
levels of government and 
public fundraising. There’s 
still another $40 million to 
go, but things look bright. 

There will be a 300-seat 
theatre, a recording studio, 
a live-work block for artists 
in residence, a multitude of 
educational facilities and a 
large collection of artifacts 
relevant to our musical 
history. 

And it’s more than 
just rock. There’s country 
music, classical music 
and jazz (gotta get Glenn 
Gould and Oscar Peterson 
in there). Visitors will also 
learn about the effect geog¬ 
raphy and multiculturalism 
has had on our music. 

“It’s quite a broad vi¬ 
sion,” says Mosker, “and it 
will take a lot of work to 
execute. But we’ll do it.” 

Meanwhile, NMG HQ— 
located a few blocks west 
of where the new building 
will rise — is open for busi¬ 
ness. They have one of the 
most spectacular collec¬ 
tions of keyboards you will 
ever see. There are proto¬ 
pianos from the 16th cen¬ 
tury, Theremins from the 
1920s to giant component 
S3mthesizers from the 1970s 
(including the actual S 3 mth 
used in Glose Encounters 
of the Third Kind). The ori¬ 
ginal Rolling Stones mobile 
recording truck is parked in 
storage somewhere, too.

Call Me Maybe the

When we reached out to Gariy 
Rae Jepsen to talk about Gall 
Me Maybe, her suddenly ubi¬ 
quitous smash, which is No.

I’ve seen that you’ve said 
you were shocked about the 
song becoming No. i, but 
when you wrote it, did you 


have any idea that it would 
be a hit? 

I co-wrote Gall Me Maybe 
with two of my best friends: 
Josh Ramsay and Tavish 
Growe. None of us expected 
this. We enjoyed the writing 
and production process and 
thought it was a fun one, but 
that’s about it. 

What time of the year was it 
when you wrote it? 

It was written in the summer 
time. Started out as a folk 
song that Tav and I were jam¬ 
ming to while on tour. Then 


we showed the idea to Josh 
and he helped us popify it! 

There’s one part in the 2i 
Jump Street movie where 
Jonah Hill’s character, as 
an older undercover cop, 
calls a girl in his class, and 
she says something to the 
effect of, '’What are you do¬ 
ing? Nobody calls anybody 
anymore!” Was there any 
thought that using the 
phrase "call me” might 
seem outdated to kids?

Two members of the band talk about their permanent brush with fame, their new album, 
and address rumours that frontman Adam Levine might go solo 

OVEREXPOSED 


Adam Levine knows the game. 

Seconds after sitting down 
for an on-camera interview and 
before any questions are asked, 
the Maroon 5 frontman playful¬ 
ly rattles off canned responses 
he’s used in recent months 
while promoting The Voice and 
the band’s fourth album. 

“It is our poppiest record 
ever. We’re really embracing 
the pop side. Chnstina (Aguil¬ 
era) and I are all good. We don’t 
fight,” he says brightly. “I feel 
great about this record! Prob¬ 
ably our best ever!” 

He lets out a stagey, fake 
chuckle, and it’s clear that the 
33-year-old Los Angeles native 
both relishes the spotlight and 
has been around long enough 
to grow a smidge tired of its 
glare. Thus the title of the al¬ 
bum, Overexposed, which finds 
the five-man group at its com¬ 


mercial peak ten years after its 
debut Songs About Jane. 

Last year’s standalone single 
Moves like Jagger, featuring 
the aforementioned Aguilera, 
stayed at No. 1 on Billboard’s 
Hot 100 for a month. Over- 
exposed’s lead single Payphone 
is now in the top five. 

Levine and guitarist James 
Valentine spoke with The Asso¬ 
ciated Press in a recording stu¬ 
dio about Maroon 5’s “identity 
issues,” educating young fans 
and why Levine doesn’t plan to 
go solo. 

Why Overexposed as an al¬ 
bum title? 

Levine: We thought we would 
just kind of say it before eveiy- 
body else did. ... My face is on 
buses, which is a trip and it’s 
weird. ... The Jagger tune pro¬ 
pelled us into the stratosphere 


even more, combined with the 
show and a lot of things that 
are happening right now. 

And do the songs address that 
as well? 

Levine: They’re love songs and 
they’re songs about dysfunc¬ 
tion but also songs about hav¬ 
ing a good time. I used to have 
to be miserable to write a song. 
And that’s kind of gone away. 
Valentine: It’s weird because 
when things are going well 
for him, he’s just not inspired 
to write, because he’s enjoy¬ 
ing hfe and enjoying being in 
those moments. Then as soon 
as things get a httle hairy, then 
all of (the) sudden songs come 
out, which is good for us. 
Levine: But we also have the 
moments that I think are just 
speaking more imiversally ... 
Tliat kind of clarity is what’s 
best about the record.... It’s not 


shrouded in too much meta¬ 
phor and ambiguity and poetiy. 
I used to think about it much 
more poetically but I don’t 
anymore. I’m much more con¬ 
cerned with making everyone 
understand what I mean and 
what I’m feeling. 

Adam, could you see yourself 
going solo and then coming 
back to the band? 

Levine: No. And I know I say 
this and “famous last words,” 
but being a solo artist is so 
painfully imcool. I always loved 
playing music with my friends 
and being in a bit of a fraternity 
with my best friends and play¬ 
ing and travelling the world. To 
be a solo artist. I’m just not in¬ 
terested. I never have been. I’d 
sooner start another band. And 
why would I want to start over 
as myself?

Liz Phair might not be used 
to the luxuries of promoting 
a major motion picture. 

“Can I steal a water? I lost 
mine somewhere along the 
way,” she asks, eyeing a tray 
of drinks on a side table in a 
suite at the Four Seasons. 

“This is so much easier 
than my normal life. I love 
this. Rock and roll is, like, 
way worse,” she confides. 
“If I were doing any kind of 
stuff gearing up for a release, 
it would be like phoners to 
death, just on and on and on, 
you’d do 50 million of them.” 

After nearly three decades 
in the rock world, Phair finds 
herself in Holl 5 ^ood for the 
first time, penning Dotted 
Line, the closing track for 
Alex Kurtzman’s People Like 
Us. Writing for a movie was 
new territory for Phair — and 
that’s just how she likes it. 

“The whole way along, 
I felt like I’d stumbled into 
something where I was out of 
my depth, which is my favor¬ 
ite thing,” she says. “I throw 
myself into the deep end of 


the pool all the time, but it’s 
always scary.” 

V\^at was scary, it turns 
out, was seeing an earlier ver¬ 
sion of the movie at a Dream¬ 
works screening room with 
Kurtzman in tow. The writer- 
director had approached her 
early on in the process, Phair 


remembers. 

“Alex called me almost a 
year and half before it was 
finished. I didn’t know what 
he wanted with me.

music when he was tr 3 ring to 
write the character of Frankie 
(played by Elizabeth Banks), 
and that my rock persona 
helped him get into her. And 
damned if he didn’t hit every 
one of my issues in the film. 

“I didn’t hear from him 
for many months, and then 
he called and said, ‘Do you 
want to see a cut?”’ she re¬ 
members. 

And so it was back to 
Dreamworks. 

“I bawled my eyes out in 
a dark room with these two 
men who were completely 
unmoved — they were like, 
‘We should start this shot 
sooner,”’ she says. 

People Like IJs follows two 
adults (Banks and Chris Pine) 
as they discover that they 
are half-siblings after their 
father, a successful rock pro¬ 
ducer, passes away. And that 
character, who looms over 
the story without actually be¬ 
ing in it, is a familiar one to 
Phair. 

“There are so many broken 
people in music, but they’re 
doing something beautiful 
with that brokenness,” she 
says.

LL Cool J’s dream came to frui¬ 
tion last week with the release 
of his new software, Future 
Sounds My Connect Studio, a 
Google Docs-meets-Pro Tools 
software that allows any two 
artists in the world to create 
professional-quality tracks 
together live. 

The rapper said at the soft¬ 
ware’s introductory press con¬ 
ference last week that he want¬ 
ed to use the Internet to break 
down the walls that had previ¬ 
ously made recording music 
difiicult. Traditional studios, he 
said, cost too much time and 
money, and digital collabora¬ 
tion was limited to imwieldy 
back-and-forth emails between 
him and his producer. 

“I want to connect musi¬ 
cians everywhere so there’s no 
limitations, there’s no barriers 
to them connecting with each

LL Cool J also coyly revealed 
that he’s been working on a 
new album, some of which 
will be recorded using My 
Connect Studio. 

“I’m gonna do a little 
bit of the album on the 
‘Studio’ and make sure that 
it’s ofiicial,” he said with a 
smile.

I started on my album, too. 
It’s authentic hip-hop. It’s 
the business.” 


other,” LL Cool J said. 

My Connect Studio comes 
from Boomdizzle — a social 
media site where musicians can 
collaborate, rate each other’s 
music and publish tracks to 
iTunes — which LL Cool J co- 
foimded in 2008. Sony then 
integrated My Connect Studio 
as part of its Vaio E14P laptop. 
The software also interacts with 
Facebook and uses Microsoft 
Cloud hosting. 

Would the rapper have used 
My Connect Studio as an up- 
and-coming artist? 

“There’s no way I would let 
this opportunity pass me by. 


you know what I’m saying?” 
LL Cool J told Metro. “I’d use it 
for ever 32 thing it had and fry 
to make the best music I can 
make, let the chips fall where 
they may after that.” 

However, My Connect Stu¬ 
dio is not without its limits. 
Currently, the software is PC- 
exclusive and only available 
through Sony’s VAIO laptop, al¬ 
though LL Cool J said that a Mac 
version of the software was in 
the making, as well as mobile 
and tablet forms. Only two art¬ 


ists can collaborate in one ses¬ 
sion at a time, but LL Cool J said 
that project engineers were 
working to enable more people 
to work together hve. 

LL Cool J said that the use 
of the software would be free 
in the initial release period, and 
eventually users would either 
subscribe or utihze a pay-as-you- 
go alternative by the hour. Sony 
calls the 12-month subscription 
(with 10 hours of recording per 
month) included in the bimdle 
a “$75 value” on its website.

HBO Canada. Aaron 
Sorkin’s journalism- 
driven dramatic series 
highlights a hero 
behind the scenes

The Newsroom, now airing 
on HBO Canada, is primarily 
tied to two names: Aaron Sor- 
Itin, the show’s creator, and Jeff 
Daniels, who stars as Will McA- 


voy Although McAvoy is the 
lead anchorman on a nightly 
political talk show, the audi¬ 
ence quickly learns that the 
characters working behind the 
scenes — like lovelorn senior 
producer Jim Harper, played 
by Tony Award-winner John 
Gallagher Jr. — are its true an¬ 


chors. We spoke to the former 
Spring Awakening actor after 
screening the series’s first few 
episodes, which take place in 
2010 and 2011. 

We love that the show 
embraces a near-past format 
that lets you retroactively 
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elaborate on recent, import¬ 
ant news items. 

When I first read the pilot, 
that was one of the things that 
reaUy grabbed me about the 
format of the show. It’s not five 
years in the past, and it’s not 
five months in the past, it’s just 
long enough to remind eveiy- 
one of how fickle the 24-hour 
news cycle has become. Once 
the cycle is over, we tend to 
just forget and move onto the 
next thing. 

You don’t have to tell us, 
we’re a daily newspaper! So 
what else attracted you to the 
role of Jim Harper? 

I’m a big Aaron Sorkin fan. All 
the characters jumped off the 
page for me, in particular Jim. 
When you read a lot of scripts, 
you rarely find a character that 
feels so defined and complete. I 
love how Jim is so good at what 
he does professionally, he’s aU- 
in at what he does with his job. 
And as a result of focusing so 
much on that, by the time he’s 
reaching his 20s he’s basically 
inept with day-to-day social 
interactions. He was an embed¬ 
ded reporter — he went to Af¬ 
ghanistan, Iran, Pakistan—but 
when he comes home and has 
to ask a girl out, he has no idea 
what he’s doing. 

It seems like this show is a 
good tit for you, considering 
your stage history. In the 
tirst four episodes alone, I 
counted seven theater refer¬ 
ences. 

I think Aaron said that there’s 
not a single episode of The 
Newsroom that doesn’t include 
at least one musical theater ref¬ 
erence. There’s a pretty funny 


Evita reference coming up that 
you’ll get to see in a few weeks. 

How has it been transitioning 
from stage to screen? 

Aaron’s coming from the the¬ 
ater, starting as a playwright, 
and a lot of the other actors 
that I get to work with have 
spent a lot of time onstage 
and therefore are naturally 
inchned to create a very good 
ensemble dynamic — you just 
play well together. A gentle¬ 
man who worked backstage 
on the set said: T’ve been do¬ 
ing this 25 years, and I don’t 
think I’ve ever seen a cast be 
so prepared when they show 
up.’ And I said, A lot of us do 
runs of plays where you have 
to be prepared — you have to 
go out there and do it without 
a safety net every single night.’ 
So working with actors with a 
similar background certainly 
makes it feel more hke home. 
And Aaron is such a theatrical 
writer, he writes really long 
scenes for television. One of his 
staples is veiy verbose dialogue. 
Learning those long scenes, it 
doesn’t feel completely unlike 
learning a long scene for a play. 

You also worked with Sorkin’s 
theatrical brand of writing 
during a one-episode stint on 
The West Wing many years 
ago, right? 

I did the Season 4 premiere, 
and I didn’t actually get to 
meet him. The episode shot in 
Pittsburgh, and I went there 
for a couple of weeks to shoot. 
I had never seen an episode of 
“The West Wing” when I did 
that; it wasn’t until a couple of 
years later that I sat down with 
the DVDs.

Better late than never: 
Lindsay Lohan has finally 
reached a settlement for a 
lawsuit relating to a 2007 
reckless driving incident 
during which she took 
three men “hostage” while 
chasing down her assistant, 
according to TMZ. 

The incident resulted in 
Lohan’s second DUI arrest. 
On the night in question, 
the three men arrived at 
a party in Mahbu just as 
Lohan’s assistant quit her 
job and drove off Lohan 
reportedly commandeered 
the men’s car — with them 
in it — to make chase.
